Problems Across Boundaries 


USSIA doesn’t want war. It wants peace. If 
war comes, it will be because somebody dis- 
agreed with Russia as to the conditions under 
which peace is maintained. 
The United States doesn’t want war. It would 
rather have peace. England, France, Italy... . 
Nobody wants war. They just want the things 
that war is made of. 
War is not a question of whether people want it 
or not. It is a question of what else people want. 


Little boys with big appetites don’t want belly- 
aches. They just want the things that belly- 
aches are made of. 


The Turf can take a lesson from big nations and 
little boys. 

The racing and stud book authorities of the 
world don’t want confusion. But they are going 
to get it if they insist upon having the things 
that confusion is made of. 

This general principle needs to be kept in mind 
against the rapid developments now taking place 
(1) in the field of international racing and (2) as 
regards the mutual recognition of national stud 
books. 

International racing, as it is now being de- 
veloped, is becoming simply a series of national 
fixtures which seek to draw horses from different 
countries. It is in a fair way to be not even a 
series, but a confused scattering, as witness the 
spacing of the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe in 
France and the new King George VI Stakes in 
England, only six days apart this year. If Eng- 
land and France, only a few miles apart, run into 
such a conflict at the first try, what may we ex- 
pect to happen when other countries come into 
the picture with their own “international” races? 

In racing, as in other things, national pride is 
a strong motivating influence. But if we expect 
to have truly international races, we need to set 
up a genuine series of races, carefully planned, 
each of which shall be, not the promotion of one

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country, but the common effort of many countries, 
moving, in its successive renewals, from one great 
racing capital to another, drawing, by the foree 
of its prestige and importance, the best talent 
of the whole earth. 

If such a development appears impossible, 
through the reluctance of the racing authorities 
of other countries to participate, then it is time 
for the United States to come in with its own 
“international” races. First, however, we hope 
that the Thoroughbred Racing Associations; of 
the United States will take the initiative in an 
attempt to win the co-operation of the racing au- 
thorities of other countries in setting up a nen 
ine series of international races. 


As the international movement of ‘ican 
breds increases, the problem of stud books will 
become more troublesome. Obviously no one can 
look to England to rescind or modify its “Jersey 
Act,” which holds that only one stud book in the 
world is “pure.” Obviously a new international 
standard is needed for the other countries of the 
world. 

For this standard we suggest either (1) com- 
plete recognition in each country of all stud books 
whose registration practices are adequate for 
accuracy, or (2) recognition of all horses whose 
ancestry in full has been recorded for as much as 
ten generations or a hundred years in the Thor- 
oughbred stud books of the world.

E. S. Moore Buys Part of Idle Hour 


LEXINGTON auctioneer is advertising that 

. the household effects from the late Col. E. 
R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Stock Farm will be sold 
at. public auction on November 19 and 20. When 
the gaveling has finished, the Bradley estate, in- 
sofar as the famous Thoroughbred nursery is 
concerned, will have been liquidated. 

On November 6 a deed was filed in the Fayette 
County clerk’s office transferring 1,292 acres 
from the Idle Hour Stock Farm Company to a 
syndicate composed of King Ranch, Greentree 
Stud, Inc., and Ogden Phipps. Acting on behalf 
of.the Idle Hour Stock Farm Company was its 
president, John Bradley, brother of the late Col- 
onel Bradley. Price of the farm itself was not 
announced, but tax stamps indicated that it was 
$901,000. 

Later the same day was filed another deed in 
which the syndicate conveyed to Edward S. Moore, 
owner of the Circle M Farm Stable, and a resi- 
dent of Miami Beach, Fla., the 622 acres of Idle 
Hour Farm which lie north of the Old Frankfort 
Pike, including the main residence, other houses, 
farm office, most of the barns, and training head- 
quarters.

had leased a tract of 90 acres adjoining it. He 
now plans to live, during what time he spends in 
Kentucky, in the Bradley residence, and to trans- 
fer to Idle Hour his breeding stock, including the 
stallion Big Pebble, which was bred by Colonel 
Bradley. Through purchase from the syndicate 
he also has become owner of the largest group 
of the horses dispersed by the Bradley estate. 
His manager, Daniel B. Midkiff, will move into 
the residence at Idle Hour formerly occupied by 
the Bradley trainer, the late H. J. (Dick) Thomp- 
son. 

The 670-acre tract of Idle Hour lying on the 
south side of the Old Frankfort Pike, the portion 
which includes the training track, is still in the 
hands of the syndicate and its disposition is un- 
certain. Robert J. Kleberg, president of the King 
Ranch and general manager of its vast activi- 
ties, has considered the possibility of using it as 
a Kentucky headquarters, but as yet has given 
no indication that he has made up his mind to do 
so. His loyalties as a breeder of Thoroughbreds 
are largely in Texas, to whose fame as a breeding 
center he has added immeasurably through the 
exploits of Assault and Stymie. 


The price paid by the syndicate for the Idle 
Hour holdings, including both land and _ horses, 
was not announced by John Bradley, but Major 
L. A. Beard, who represented the syndicate in 
the negotiations, stated that the published figure 
of $2,681,545 was “approximately correct.”

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the horses were sold privately to others who were 
not members of the syndicate. It appeared like- 
ly that Mr. Moore’s outlay, for land and horses, 
amounted to more than that of any other partici- 
pant in the final division of the Idle Hour Stock 
Farm Company’s holdings. 

In the private sales made by the syndicate Mr. 
Moore got a total of 34 horses—14 broodmares, 
ten yearlings, ten weanlings. Of the horses in 
training, three 3-year-olds and four 2-year-olds 
were sold to Charles S. Howard, of San Francis- 
co, whose colors have been carried by such as Sea- 
biscuit, *Kayak II, Mioland, and other highly 
successful horses. 

One of the private sales produced a record 
price for a weanling. Leslie Combs II, acting 
on behalf of Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham’s Maine 
Chance Farm, purchased from the syndicate the 
1946 colt by War Admiral out of Baby League, 
paying $50,000 for the brother to the outstanding 
filly Busher. 

Against the 42 horses they sold, the syndicate 
members retained a total of 43. Among these, 
Blue Border, one of the year’s best 2-year-old 
colts, went to Greentree, and Better Value, an- 
other outstanding prospect for 3-year-old racing, 
was taken by King Ranch, which also got the 
high-class 3-year-old filly Bridal Flower. Except 
for three 2-year-old fillies assigned to King Ranch 
and two others to Greentree, all the other horses 
in training were sold to Mr. Howard. 

The very successful young stallion Bimelech, 
possibly the best horse bred by Colonel Bradley, 
was retained as the property of the syndicate and 
was to be moved this week to Greentree Farm, 
where he will stand under the management of 
Major Beard. Under the arrangement worked 
out, each of the three joint owners will have the 
privilege of breeding eight mares to him each 
year. 

Ten additional seasons, non-transferable, have

Stud, Leslie Combs II, Dr. Charles E. Hagyard, 
The stud fee has been fixed at $2,000. 

Blue Larkspur, now 20 years old, and in recent 
years famed as a broodmare sire, was taken by 
King Ranch, and, like Bimelech, was to be moved 
to Greentree Farm immediately. Along with him 
will go whichever King Ranch mares Mr. Kle- 
berg decides to breed to him in the 1947 season. 

The sale of the Idle Hour corporation’s assets 
was consummated in the face of a suit filed Oc- 
tober 30 by Thomas S. Bohne, formerly Colonel 
Bradley’s secretary, in the United States District 
Court at Lexington, seeking to halt the transfer 
of the farm and Thoroughbred stock. Bohne, 
who stated that on October 5 he had been “sum- 
marily” dismissed as secretary of the corpora- 
tion, claimed that the land had a fair market 
value of more than $1,000,000 and the horses 
and other valuable personal property were worth 
more than $2,500,000. 

He asked for an order setting aside the sale 
of land and horses, and named as defendants 
John R. Bradley, individually and as president 
of the Idle Hour Stock Farm Company; J. P. 
Cochrane, vice president; and the members of the 
purchasing syndicate. 

The suit is not likely to come up for further 
action before November 25, and in the meantime 
the defendants have felt sure enough of their 
ground to proceed with the transfer of the real 
property and the dispersal of the livestock. 

Mr. Bohne on October 9 had filed, in Probate 
Court at West Palm Beach, Fla., a suit asking 
that he be appointed co-executor of the estate 
and that the sale of the farm and horses be 
halted. This suit was dismissed November 1. 
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KHALED AND MIRZA II 


EX C. ELLSWORTH, of Safford, Ariz., re- 

turned to the United States November 9 af- 
ter more than a month in Europe, and on a brief 
stopover in Lexington, informed THE BLoop- 
HorsE that he had purchased from the Aga Khan 
the 3-year-old Khaled and ten shares of a $100,- 
000 syndicate now being formed about the 11- 
year-old stallion Mirza II. Negotiations with the 
Prince Aly Khan, who manages his father’s blood- 
stock interests as well as his own, were com- 
pleted just before he left London. 


Khaled, unbeaten in three starts as a 2-year- 
old, including the Coventry Stakes and Middle 
Park Stakes, and winner this year of the Column 
Produce Stakes and St. James’ Palace Stakes, 
second in the Two Thousand Guineas, third in the 
Eclipse Stakes, is a bay colt by Hyperion out of 
the high-class Eclair, by Ethnarch, second dam 
the noted producer Black Ray. He has a full 
book for his first season in the stud, at the Ongar 
Stud near Dublin, Eire, and though he is already 
the property of Mr. Ellsworth he cannot be 
brought to the United States until after the 1947 
breeding season. 

Mirza II, a bay horse, foaled in 1935, by *Blen- 
heim II out of the great speedster Mumtaz Mahal, 
a noted producer and grandam of *Mahmoud, 
Nasrullah, and Rivaz, among others, was five 
times first and twice second in seven starts at 
two in England, all in stakes races. He had a 
brief stud career in France, was one of the few 
high-class stallions taken into Germany in 1940, 
and returned to France for the 1946 season. Last 
month he was returned to England to be syndi- 
cated. 

Mr. Ellsworth’s plans for his share in Mirza II 
are not yet fixed. Possibly he will send some of 
his American mares to England to be bred to 
him as soon as conditions permit. 

The three racers he bought in Italy—Gladiolo, 
Torero, and Teramo—at the latest word available 
had not yet been granted government permission 
to leave the country, but there were indications 
that permission would be forthcoming.

IR transport of race 
horses was putting 

its milestones fairly 
close together. Last 
March the first com- 
mercial flight of horses 
was made in California, 
some nine hundred 
miles from Los Angeles 
to San Francisco, and 
a few days later El 
Lobo, one of the equine 


passengers, Won a 
stakes race at Bay 
Meadows. In midsum- 


mer Historian was 
flown from Chicago to 
Los Angeles, where he 
just missed winning 
the Hollywood Gold 
Cup and a few days 
later won the Sunset 
Handicap. Coast - to - 
coast service came quickly. 

The leading trainer in Mexico transferred the 
best horses in his stable to Chicago in the first 
international shipment of Thoroughbreds by air. 

By fall, flights of race horses within the United 
States had become commonplace, with two com- 
panies, the Flying Tiger Line and American Air 
Express Corporation, bidding for the business. 

On November 5 American Air Express hung 
up a new record, a flight of 8,250 miles—roughly 
a third of the distance around the earth—from 
Buenos Aires, the first intercontinental transfer 
of Thoroughbreds by air. With a pay load in- 
cluding three Argentine fillies the plane, a DC-3 
especially equipped with box stalls, landed at 
Newark, N. J., 52 hours after having taken off. 

The horses flown were A. S. Hewitt’s Miss 
Alesia, a classic-winning 3-year-old of the cur- 
rent season in Argentina, and the 4-year-old fil- 
lies Excelente, owned by Mrs. Mary McClain, and 
Infreganti, owned by the Princess Dimitri Djord- 
jadze, whose horses race as Boone Hall Stable. 

A fourth horse, the colt Rin Tin Tin, consigned 
to Horatio Luro [see Sidelights, page 1280], was 
to have made the trip, but after the flight had be- 
gun he broke out of his stall and created such a 
disturbance that the plane turned back and set 
him off. 

Charley Lund, who with Dr. Augustin N. Can- 
dioto, accompanied the shipment, was ready with a 
plug for air travel: “This proves, beyond doubt, 
that this method of transportation greatly dim- 
inishes traveling fatigue for the horses and cuts 
by a great degree the recovery time, permitting 
the horses to race sooner and in much better con- 
dition. All three horses are in wonderful condi- 
tion after their journey, and I’m expecting great 
things.” 
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Mr. Lund and Dr. Candioti were expected to 
arrive November 13 in Lexington, where the Ar- 
gentine veterinarian hopes to have a few days 
visiting stud farms and conferring with Dr. W. 
W. Dimock, of the University of Kentucky, and

*Kayak Il Dies 


HE death of the Argentine-bred *Kayak II 

from a lung infection on November 5 at the 
Binglin Stock Farm, Moorpark, Calif., brought 
toan end the career of a Thoroughbred whose ex- 
ploits from 1938 to 1940 as a member of the 
Charles S. Howard Stable rivaled those of his 
stablemate Seabiscuit. In 1939, his greatest year, 
*Kayak II became the first Santa Anita Handi- 
cap winner for the San Francisco sportsman. 
From 1941, when he was retired to the stud after 
making one start at Santa Anita Park, until re- 
cently, the 11-year-old horse had been standing 
at Mr. Howard’s Ridgewood Ranch, at Willits, 
north of San Francisco. He had been moved south 
to the farm near Los Angeles owned by his son 
Lin Howard and Bing Crosby in the hope that 
the warmer climate might improve his fertility. 

Foaled August 28, 1935, at the Haras Ojo de 
Agua in Argentina, *Kayak II was a son of the 
noted sire Congreve out of Cosquita, by the noted 
broodmare sire Your Majesty. He was purchased 
as a “yearling” in the fall of 1937 for $7,667, 
through an agent of Lin Howard, who was in 
Argentina with Bing Crosby attending the sales. 

His first start was in June, 1938, at Aqueduct, 
in which he finished second, and he broke his 
maiden his next outing in a fast race at Suffolk 
Downs. He displayed brilliant form at three and 
four, and in 1939 won a total of $170,875 (in- 
cluding the Santa Anita, American, San Carlos, 
Continental, and Bowie Handicaps, and the Holly- 
wood Gold Cup). In 1940 he might have again 
won the Santa Anita Handicap except for the 
presence of Seabiscuit, but he was an easy sec- 
ond, and later won the 1%-mile Sunset Handicap 
at Hollywood Park before becoming too unsound 
to stand much further training. He started once 
again in 1940, and was second in his lone start 
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in 1941 at Santa 
forty-first on the list of American money winners 
with total earnings of $213,205, representing 14 
wins, eight seconds, and one third in 26 starts. 
On being retired to the stud the horse proved a 


Anita Park. He now stands 


very shy breeder. In his first crop of 1942 he 
had only two registered foals, and for each of 
the next two years he had one registered foal, 
none of which have won. He is reported, how- 
ever, to be the sire of five yearlings now being 
broken at Santa Anita Park. 


Simmons Horses Moved 


Thoroughbred breeding stock owned by Allen 
T. Simmons, of Cleveland, Ohio, which had been 
quartered at Douglas M. Davis’ High Hope Farm, 
has been moved to Edward S. Moore’s Circle M. 
Farm, formerly the Col. E. R. Bradley place, 
near Lexington. Included are the stallions Eter- 
nal Bull and Blue Swords, and ten broodmares. 
Also moved were 14 weanlings, a yearling filly, 
and the 2-year-old stakes winner Eternal War. 
Affairs of the Moore farm are being adminis- 
tered by Dan B. Midkiff. 


Harmony Now Enters Stud 


One of the first, if not the first, sons of Menow 
to enter the stud will be the 5-year-old horse Har- 
mony Now, which is to make the 1947 season at 
Carter Thornton’s Threave Main Stud in Bour- 
bon County, Kentucky. Winner of five races in 
eight starts at two and four, and once placed, 
Harmony Now was bred by Miss Henrietta W. 
Bingham at her Harmony Landing Farm, Pros- 
pect, Ky.

Longchamp 


Longchamp and Walking Rings 


ATURDAY afternoon, October 5, with E. E. 

Coussell and Brigadier R. S. Scott, we went 
racing at Longchamp, in the Bois de Boulogne, a 
beautiful forest of some 2,200 acres which lies at 
the western edge of the city of Paris. To Ameri- 
can eyes, accustomed only to seeing a race course 
as a precise one-mile ellipse enclosed with rails, 
flanked on one side by a club house and grand- 
stand and elsewhere by stables, Longchamp was, 
like Newmarket, a revelation. It lies at the edge 
of the forest, and though broad boulevards sur- 
round it and converge upon its entrance, the big 
trees come up to within a few yards of the back 
of the stands. 

The stands themselves are in sharp contrast to 
those at England’s two most famous courses, 
Newmarket and Ascot, which represent the ac- 
cretion of the years rather than the planning of 
an architect. They are not nearly so large as

the grandstands of comparable American courses, 
but are done with the studied elegance which is 
typical of the public buildings of Paris. 

In Europe, however, the stands don’t seem to 
make much difference. They are something to 
climb into and stand on to watch the races and 
then come down out of (if you don’t mind a few 
prepositions lying around loose). There is little 
of the American sport of sitting in the same seat 
all afternoon studying the form of the horses and 
eating peanuts. This may be owing to the scar- 
city of peanuts, but I rather think that, in Eng- 
land especially, it is owing to the scarcity of 
seats. Your European race-goer has not been 
spoiled with too much comfort, and he seems to 
like horses more than comfort, anyway. 

The stands at Longchamp have one tremen- 
dous advantage over those of any other track I 
have ever seen. They are located very close to 
the horses. You come down the back steps, and 
it is only a hop, skip, and jump to where the 
starters in the next race are parading around the 
walking ring. This walking ring, if it may be 
called that, is like none I have ever seen at an- 
other track. It is only a slight depression, worn 
by use, perhaps thirty-five or forty feet in diam- 
eter. There is no rail to keep the spectators 
away, and you can dodge between horses and 
move into the center. When there is a field of 
especially good horses the humanity is pretty 
thick inside and outside the circular path, and 
there is just enough room between horse and hu-

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horses. The animals which can go up and down 
them and show class and stamina are the ones 
which shape the destiny of the breed. If you go 
over on the back stretch at Longchamp and have 
a look at that long hill they have to climb in a 
race like the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe, you gain 
respect for the courage of the French Thorough- 
breds. In this 11%-mile race the horses start at 
the extreme left, as seen from the stands, at a 
point roughly corresponding to the center of what 
Americans call the far turn, though at Long- 
champ it is much nearer than the wide curve at 
the other end. They run clockwise, and after they 
are well straightened out in the back stretch they 
start climbing and must run uphill for perhaps a 
half-mile. Here in the first six furlongs is a 
test which probably requires more of a horse than 
any mile and a quarter in the United States. 

When they have finally topped the rise the 
horses bear right and go down a sharp slope, and 
many a one, the Frenchmen said, fails there. The 
long run-in appears to be slightly downhill, with 
no final climb, as at Epsom and Newmarket. But 
the horse which gets there first after such a test 
has something to his credit besides a pedigree. 

The lanes in which the horses run at Long- 
champ are not defined by permanent posts and 
railings, but, wherever necessary, by white tape 
strung on light supports about knee-high to Cara- 
calla. By routing the races along different paths 
on different racing days the turf can be kept in 
good condition. Racing, of course, is not held 
continuously at one track, but in the Paris area 
is divided among Longchamp, St. Cloud, Chan- 
tilly (about thirty miles north of Paris), and the 
famous steeplechasing center, Auteuil. 

In France racing is, in effect, a government 
monopoly and is not subject, as in America, to 
competitive expansion to the bursting point. 
Longchamp is owned by the State and is leased 
to the operating company, which, however, must 
operate on a non-profit basis. After taxes and 
expenses the remainder goes to purses. The bet- 
ting I must confess not having seen at all, though 
I went to Paris with a great deal of curiosity 
about the system of accepting pari-mutuel bets 
away from the track. 

A considerable part of the crowd at Longchamp 
enters through a gate on the back stretch, where 
the admission charge is low, and remains in the 
infield all through the afternoon. It has its own 
pari-mutuel facilities there, which I am sorry 
that I neglected going over to visit. 

It was near the back-stretch gate, I was told, 
that several persons were killed by American 
bombs in the summer of 1945 when France was 
being torn from the hands of the Germans. The 
way I remembered the story from newspaper ac- 
counts, the track was closed because it had been 
bombed by the Americans during racing hours. 
The way I got the story in Paris, an American 
plane flying at a great height had been hit, pre- 
sumably by anti-aircraft fire. The pilot, know- 
Ing his plane was going to crash, looked for a 
place to unload his bombs and, seeing the green 
expanse of turf but not the gathering crowd, 
turned them loose. The marks of the bombs are 
still there, but Parisians understand them as the 
result of a pilot’s effort to save lives.

BALTIMORE, November 1 

DDIE ARCARO, who excels at finding the 

shortest path to the wire, and George P. Ma- 
honey, who insists on the longest route to the pad- 
dock, emerged from the Pimlico Special as the 
main sources of conversational fuel, once As- 
sault’s defeat of Stymie had been dissected and 
reconstructed. We can dismiss Arcaro from our 
purview as being a competent artisan, if not in- 
deed an artist, and with this endorsement turn to 
Mr. Mahoney, whose performances are viewed 
with heartfelt emotion regardless of the side of 
the arena on which the commentator may be 
sitting. 

For the benefit of late entries, George P. Ma- 
honey is chairman of the Maryland Racing Com- 
mission, and recently his efforts led to the setting 
up of a pre-race saliva test on horses starting at 
Maryland tracks, followed by other tests on the 
saliva or urine of winners or such other horses 
as might be deemed fit subjects for further 
scrutiny. 

The use of a receiving barn is an essential link 
in the system, which is guarded from portal to 
paddock by blue-uniformed Pinkertons, who as- 
sume personal charge of the horses as they ar- 
rive at the receiving barn about two hours before 
they are to race. From then on each horse has

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its personal watchman, who sees that no dele- 
terious ingredients are added to the normal equine 
chemical make-up. This supervision lasts until 
the animal leaves the paddock for the post, where- 
upon the Pinkerton, with the resigned look of a 
man who has shot an arrow into the air, returns 
to the receiving barn and embarks upon another 
cycle of watching and waiting. 

The system seems to be as tight as those things 
can be, and it certainly is as solid as Mahoney 
can make it, because the commission has accepted 
responsibility for the horses, once they arrive at 
the receiving barn, and wants no embarrassments. 
Of course there is little likelihood of any red 
faces on the commission, because if skullduggery 
takes place, only the perpetrator and the commis- 
sion will know of it, and it may be assumed that 
neither side will do any bragging. In such a case, 
it may be observed parenthetically, Mahoney says 
the commission will place the suspected offender 
under strict surveillance and will nail him if he 
makes the least miscue. 


Accompanied by William Graham, commission 
secretary, and with a visa from Mahoney, your 
reporter surveyed the system from various angles 
and is able to state that it seems reasonably her- 
metic, although as Mahoney observed: “Even if 
it’s not 100 per cent, it’s excellent.” 


The inspection party arrived at the receiving 
barn as the Special field was showing up. First 
came Turbine, then Assault, then Bridal Flower, 
then Stymie. The Jacobs horse was part of a 
double-header, the other half being a mournful- 
looking lead pony which seemed deeply depressed 
at something. There being no hooks to hang him 
on during the two-hour interval of waiting, Sty- 
mie moved over and made room for him in the 
stall, and there they communed until it was time 
to go to the paddock. 

Soon after the four horses arrived, saliva sam- 
ples were taken, and white mice (two apiece) 
were duly injected. A laboratory for this pur- 
pose has been established in the receiving barn.

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The pink-eyed mice reacted in a manner normal 
to rodents jabbed in the belly with hypodermic 
needles, which is to say that they seemed en- 
grossed in their own thoughts, and the Special 
field was pronounced free from alkaloids and 
other adulteration. 


Last year there was some criticism of the man- 
ner in which the testing routine was handled in 
Maryland, and to avoid such comment the routine 
has been tightened, even to the extent of install- 
ing an apparatus for making distilled water. As 
a biological note, it may be added that the com- 
mission is not going so far as to breed its own 
mice—they buy only boy mice, and the chances 
for l’amour in the laboratory consequently are 
considered very remote.

LL through the bitter battling over Maryland 

commission methods of the last year or so, 
Mahoney has steadfastly insisted that his every 
move was toward the improvement of racing, and 
he does not waver from this view. In adopting 
the present set-up, he asserts, “We believe we 
have done what it takes to save racing from em- 
barrassment. Racing cannot continue to receive 
adverse publicity and survive. We believe our 
present methods are protecting owners against 
headlines in the newspapers, and we certainly 
are protecting honest horsemen. Not only does 
the system now used in Maryland eliminate dop- 
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ing and drugging, but it also does away with 
chaining and the use of batteries. 

“The race tracks have been very cooperative, 
and so have the horsemen. We are very grati- 
fied at this.” 

As may be expected, trainers are viewing the 
experiment with mixed feelings. A segment of 
them believes that receiving barns are disadvan- 
tageous to high-strung animals. “It very def- 
initely leads to a depletion of nervous energy,” 
one of them asserted. 

But on the other hand, a large number of horse- 
men are swinging to the opposite point of view. 
They feel that the commission’s acceptance of 
responsibility for the horses relieves them of 
much anxiety. It offers them protection against 
outsiders who might try to tamper with horses, 
they believe, and it also safeguards against sta- 
ble employees trying to turn a quick dollar. Some 
of them state with considerable satisfaction that 
sharpshooters within the training profession are 
held within strict bounds as regards the use of 
chains and batteries, and that racing is more 
formful under the new system. 

But it is apparent that even Pinkertons, an 
army of them, cannot see all and know all: One 
trainer, according to eyewitnesses, gave his horse 
a smart going over with a halter-shank chain in 
the paddock last week, while the Pinks stood by. 
Just brushing him off, no doubt.

In the midst of the speculation over Stymie’s 
chances of replacing Whirlaway as the world’s 
leading money winner, little has been said about 
the possibility of Assault’s passing both of them. 
But a glance at the statistics shows that the King 
Ranch chestnut is much closer to the top rung 
than either of his elders was at a comparable 
stage of their careers, and he appears to have an 
excellent chance of emerging as the all-time lead- 
er. As it now stands, if he retains his present 
physical condition for another year, and if purses 
stay at their present levels, which seems entirely 
likely, he can easily be at the top of the heap by 
the end of 1947. 

In 60 starts Whirlaway earned $561,161, an 
average of $9,352; in 96 starts Stymie has earned 
an average of $5,377, a total of $516,285. Assault, 
now third on the list, has earned $441,445 in 24 
starts, an average of $18,398. According to the 
latest word from New York, Assault was to be 
sent to Columbia, S. C., after the Westchester 
Handicap, his latest vehicle to victory, with the 
possibility that he would be flown to California 
for the Santa Anita Handicap of March 1, which 
guarantees $100,000 to the winner. It would seem 
that if he wins a reasonable share of next year’s 
handicap events, he very likely would pass Stymie 
and Whirlaway in the money-winning race just 
as he passed the Jacobs horse in the Pimlico 
Special and Lucky Draw in the Westchester. 

Assault’s heftiest opponent in the Pimlico Spe- 
cial was Stymie, no mean adversary, but in the 
Westchester he faced no fewer than three big 
guns in Lucky Draw, First Fiddle, and Gallorette. 
The Jacobs horse was out of action because of a 
swelling on his near fore leg, which his trainer 
said resembled poison ivy. Stymie had had a 
milder outbreak of the same ailment during the 
Saratoga meeting, he added, and was to be turned 
out soon at Jack Skinner’s farm at Middleburg, 
Va., as he had been last year. With him went 
racing’s good wishes for a successful return to 
the track next spring. 

In the Westchester the son of Bold Venture 
was meeting another claimant to Horse-of-the- 
Year honors in George D. Widener’s Lucky Draw, 
which with Stymie and Armed was viewed as 
one of the top handicap performers. The Jack 
High gelding, at 128, was carrying two pounds 
over the scale, and was giving six pounds to 
Assault, also carrying two pounds over. First 
Fiddle, not at his peak, was getting in with 112 
pounds, 14 below the scale, and Gallorette was 
in with 118, five pounds below scale, allowing for 
the sex concession. 

As holder of the Jamaica track record for the 
distance, Lucky Draw was a 21-to-20 favorite,

with Assault at $1.65 to $1. Lucky Draw and 
Lets Dance went out on the pace, with the *Chrys- 
ler II gelding showing the way for about seven 
furlongs. They passed the six-furlong mark in 
1:11%, and Lucky Draw, then in command, cov- 
ered the mile in 1:37%. Early in the race Ar- 
caro lay well back, but having got the feel of his 
mount in the Special, apparently was confident 
of being able to take charge when the time came. 
He began his move on the turn, taking the out- 
side route, and First Fiddle advanced on the in- 
side. The spectacular gray’s finish lick was not 
on tap, however, and Assault rushed past Lucky 
Draw without accompaniment and won by 2% 
lengths.

Just before the death was to be reported from 
California of *Kayak II, the most successful 
Argentine racer in this country, Horatio Luro 
saddled another son of Congreve out of a mare 
by Your Majesty to triumph in the Governor 
Bowie Handicap. The 5-year-old horse *Hachazo, 
which Mr. Luro had acquired for the Boone Hall 
Stable in his native Argentina, had been so 
soundly beaten four days previously in the 1%4- 
mile Grayson Stakes, his only other Pimlico ap- 
pearance, that he and his stablemate, the Argen- 
tine-bred *Mon Prince, found very few supporters 
on their reappearance for the 15-mile handicap. 
Hence they were on the board at 15 to 1, while 
the Grayson winner, Megogo, was backed down 
to 45 cents on the dollar.

Not Matter 
Underfeeding 


French Horses Better Stayers 


LONDON, November 3 
URTHER successes by French horses, and 
notably the brilliant victory of the French 
colt Sayani in the Cambridgeshire, were the fea- 
tures of last week’s Houghton Meeting at New- 
market. Reactions to this state of affairs have 
been stronger than at any other period of the 
season, the majority of the comments having 
crystallized into a generally expressed belief that 
the French horses are better than ours because 
they have been better fed. 


I shall, therefore, support the statement which 
I made in my last article, viz., that the facts are 
otherwise. One of our leading trainers has put 
it on record that our horses have been, and con- 
tinue to be, indifferently fed, stressing the three- 
month period when the growing 2-year-olds are 
cut down to 112 pounds of oats per month. My 
belief is that, whatever may happen to the mod- 
erate horses in a stable, the good ones do not 
go short. I cannot say how far this system may 
operate in France, because our good friends there 
are no doubt obliged to buy considerably in the 
black market. The French trainers tell me that 
much that they buy, whether white or black, is 
equally bad. If this is so, I am inclined to sug- 
gest that the two sets of circumstances cancel out. 
The only clear-cut qualification I am able to make 
is that the visiting horses, almost without excep- 
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tion, look uncommonly well fed; there cannot be 
the slightest suggestion that any one of them 
has gone short. Some of ours look better than 
others, but it has never been put to me, until re- 
cently, that they are the undernourished animals 
which they are now made out to be. 

If I am wrong, I am wrong, but I will be no 
party to the statement that our horses have been 
underfed for six years. I would much prefer to 
believe that we have been beaten by better ani- 
mals. Our chief failures against the French— 
Sayani’s case excepted—have been in long-dis- 
tance races. The French have won a few good 2- 
year-old races, but that has been chiefly because 
the majority of our more promising juveniles - 
have been retired comparatively early in the sea- 
son. If I can help you to get the position in its 
proper perspective, let me emphasize that the 
only department in which we have really been 
shaken is in the long-distance racing. 

This, I think you will find, is being rectified, al- 
though it may take a year or two before the 
necessary encouragement to breed and race high- 
class stayers at 3 and 4 years has become ef- 
fective. 

Time was when our Derby winners competed 
in the Cambridgeshire, either at three or four 
years. Last week’s field had no such distinction. 
There was nothing in this year’s race approach- 
ing the status of a classic colt or filly. Sayani, 
the winner, had competed in the French Two 
Thousand (Poule d’Essai des Poulains), in which 
he finished third, but, as you know, cut no other 
ice in the French classic races. In spite of this, 
his record in other races in France and here was 
such that the handicapper felt justified in giving 
him the top weight of 130 pounds, a weight which 
has never before been carried successfully by any 
horse, let alone a second-season horse. Foxhall 
won with 126 pounds in 1881; Plaisanterie’s 
weight, when she won in 1885, was 124 pounds; 
La Fleche carried 122 pounds in °92; *Epinard

AYANI is a beautiful colt, with great quality 

and character. He is big—big enough, in fact, 
to be a 4-year-old. He had a summer coat on him 
and was the outstanding member of the field. He 
had no luck in the race and was nearly brought 
to his knees soon after the start, but worked his 
way forward to challenge the 4-year-old Langton 
Abbot (one of our best middle-distance handicap- 
pers) and beat him fairly in the last hundred 
yards. Langton Abbot might have won if he had 
been better drawn. His number was 30, in a field 
of 34, and he started from the worst possible po- 
sition. The Irish colt Claro finished fast on the 
stands side; the grey Toronto also finished fast; 
Langton Abbot was fourth. 


Sayani’s breeding is purely British. He is a 
son of Lord Derby’s exported Fair Copy (Fair- 
way—Composure, by Buchan) out of Perfume 
(Badruddin—Lavendula, by Pharos) and was bred 
by Mr. Benjamin Guiness. He is thus inbred to 
Fairway and Pharos, and I hope in passing that 
our breeders, who in a mood of remorse and self- 
abasement, may be tempted to decry the value of 
this very brilliant Phalaris strain, will not go to 
the extreme of breeding it out. We certainly have 
plenty of it, but we don’t want to lose it. 


I should perhaps add that Sayani started at 
odds of 25 to 1 against, drifting out in the mar- 
ket because of the support for Claro and Langton 
Abbot. The stable averaged 40 to 1 and, from all 
accounts, helped themselves. I have no idea how 
they will get their winnings out of the country. 
The French have won many hundreds of thou- 
sands of pounds in the course of the season, apart 
from stakes. In passing, it is of interest that by 
a recent decision practically all the French races 
are now open to all comers. This opens out the 
prospect of racing between our two countries con- 
siderably. 

I cannot think that you will be interested in 
the remainder of the races, except to note that 
we were all very sorry to see the old warrior, 
Marsyas, beaten out of a place in the Jockey 
Club Cup. It was his first defeat in this country. 
He had just about had enough of racing for the 
season and pulled up a trifle lame. There is to 
be racing under Rules and under National Hunt 
Rules at Liverpool this week and the season will 
be concluded next week at Manchester, which 
meeting features the Manchester November Han- 
dicap. This is rather a precarious race to bet on 
as there is always the risk of its not being run 
at all; the meeting is abandoned every now and 
again on account of fog.

- Your issue of October 12, page 828, lists the 
20 leading sires with *Sickle ranked nineteenth 
with $272,370 and Sir Damion ranked twentieth 
with $266,601 to their individual credits. But on 
page 834 in the same issue in your tabulation of 
all of the sires you show *Heliopolis with $272,- 
970 to his credit, which if it be correct entitled 
the Coldstream Stud sire to nineteenth place. 

Your issue of November 2, page 1114, insofar 
as Cassis is concerned carries this statement, “He 
thus becomes the fifth winner of more than 
$100,000 sired by *Bull Dog—the others being 
Occupation, Bull Reigh, Occupy and Our Boots.” 
I hope you are guilty of an under-statement as I 
advised Charlie Kenney Cassis was the sixth win- 
ner of $100,000, thereby tying the long-standing 
record of Fair Play. I thought Canina had earned 
more than $100,000—and Charlie Kenney made a 
note of it. Far from arrogating to myself the 
doctrine of infallability insofar as Turf statistics 
are concerned, will appreciate you checking the 
figures and determine whether or not Canina had 
earned a “hundred grand.”

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Approves 
New Mutuel Tax 


By Frank E. Butzow 


To Finance Soldiers’ Bonus 


CHICAGO, November 7 
EXT year, and perhaps for the next quarter- 
century, the “take” from Thoroughbred rac- 
ing’s pari-mutuel pools in Illinois will amount to 
13 per cent plus breakage, a total take-out of ap- 
proximately 14% per cent. This will be an in- 
crease of 3 per cent over the present tax. The 
boost was made by the voters of the Prairie State 
in the November 5 election when they earmarked 
4 per cent of the mutuels to help finance a $385,- 
000,000 bond issue to pay bonuses to the state’s 
915,000 veterans of World War II. The State 
gains and the tracks lose as a result of the in- 
crease and the new distribution of the “take.” 
The change in the set-up is shown as follows: 


Present Future Increase

The State and the tracks will split the break- 
age, amounting to approximately 1% per cent. 
which formerly went to the tracks alone. By 
yielding one-half of the breakage and by having 
their “take” reduced from 8 to 7 per cent, the 
tracks’ net loss is 1%4 per cent, the State’s gain 
is 4%4 per cent. In other words, the new division 
will be: State, 6%4 per cent, tracks, 7%4 per cent. 
Heretofore the State’s 2 per cent has been di- 
vided, one-half to the general revenue, fund, one- 
half to the premium funds for county fairs and 
agricultural expositions. Allotment of this 2 
per cent remains unchanged, as do the 20% tax 
on admissions and the daily license fees , ($2,500) 
levied on the Chicago tracks ($500 at Fairmount 
Park). 

What this new tax schedule will amount to in 
dollars and cents for the State and revenue for 
the tracks, and what effect it will have on the 
handle and on the racing itself remains, of 
course, for the future to determine. With (at 
this writing) only a few days remaining of IIli- 
nois’ 227-day racing season, the total handle for 
1946 will just shade two hundred million $(198,- 
000,000 would be a close guess). 


Other Recreations were Excepted 


additional tax of one cent per package on 
cigarettes will also be levied in Illinois for 


the benefit of the bonus. Baseball, football, box- 
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ing and all other sports escaped the bonus tax. 
The motion picture industry, to use the wor-s of 
one of its leading producers, also “got itself in- 
cluded out.”” They were included in the original 
measure but were influential enough to persuade 
the legislature that a “movie” tax would deny the 
cultural advantages of the cinema to many poor 
kids if it were levied. So the measure went to 
a referendum on the question of taxing horse 
players and cigarette smokers to pay the sol- 
diers’ bonus. 

Experience gained through analyzing and writ- 
ing politics for 34 years obliges this observer to 
state, in the interest of accurate reporting that 
some of the issues involved in the recent refer- 
endum were somewhat confused. Both of the ma- 
jor political party organizations supported the 
measure openly, but each accused the other of 
undercover opposition. Paradoxically, some of 
racing’s friends and some of its enemies joined 
in opposition to the tax, and vice versa. Some 
taxpayers’ groups, some church organizations, 
some reformers, and some veterans’ groups op- 
posed it. The American Legion and other lead- 
ing veterans’ organizations supported it. 

Some of the arguments on both sides were pre- 
sented poorly, but “the people’ were made con- 
scious of the proposition itself. They approved 
it under the rather exacting provision of the IIli- 
nois laws which requires that a referendum pro- 
posal, to carry, must obtain a clear-cut majority 
of all votes cast for members of the General As- 
sembly and not on the proposition alone. In ef- 
fect, failure to vote on a proposition is equiva- 
lent to voting against it. So, left largely to their 
own devices in the matter, the people of Illinois 
voted in a rather convincing manner for the in- 
creased mutuel tax. 

Finally, it is interesting to note the words of a 
State senator who described himself as a friend 
of both the bonus tax and racing: “This tax is a 
guarantee against anti-racing legislation in IIli- 
nois for the next twenty-five years at least. Fur- 
thermore, if racing is not taxed to support a vet- 
erans’ bonus now, the politicians would soon get 
around to taxing it heavier for something else.” 

He said something further about ‘“discrimina- 
tion.” That’s a 14-letter word, not too long to be 
acceptable to The Jockey Club. But he didn’t 
ask if the name is available, so maybe he wasn’t 
thinking about naming a horse.

Argentine Gold Cup 


And Is Retired to the Stud 


RIO DE JANEIRO, November 1 

N October 20, at the old track of Palermo at 

Buenos Aires, there was presented the very 
important Gran Premio de Honor (Argentine 
Gold Cup), over 3,500 meters (about 2%6 miles), 
worth 50,000 pesos to the winner, aside from the 
cup. An enormous interest centered on the race, 
because it provided the opportunity of seeing 
again in action, after his sensational stimulation 
case, the formidable Ensueno. 

This son of British Empire had been working 
very well and thus he was made a strong favor- 
ite, especially because the current opinion was 
that he won all his races because he is the cham- 
pion, and not because of any stimulation. Against 
him were Churrinche, top veteran until Ensueno’s 
rise; the entry of Guapo and Blizzard, both good 
handicap performers; and Peluquero, also from 
the handicap ranks. 

As in his previous races, the favorite went into 
the lead early in the race, but this time there was 
a horse which ran along with him. He was Guapo, 
which was going only a half-length back of En-

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sueno at a very fast pace. When the field passed 
the finish line for the first time, Ensueno was in 
front, although restrained, with Guapo at his side, 
six lengths in front of Peluquero, while Chur- 
rinche was a half-length back of the third horse.

Churrinche began his rush when the field 
entered the final stretch. Ensueno, still in front, 
was running well, but E. Antunez sent Chur- 
rinche forward. The leader held on, but his op- 
ponent gained ground, pulled even one furlong 
from home, passed him and moved to the rail. 
Ensueno, taken to the outside, came again, but 
Churrinche was the best at the finish by a length, 
while Ensueno was second a head in front of Bliz- 
zard. Guapo was fourth and Peluquero, far 
back, last. Time, 3:3944. 

Churrinche had to survive a claim of foul, but 
he would have been the winner in any case and 
the claim was refused. His victory, despite the 
fact that Ensueno had a very difficult race, with 
Guapo always with him, making the pace for 
Blizzard, was very significant. Winner of the 
Argentine Derby, Churrinche won the Argentine 
Gold Cup last year and thus has completed a 
double in that very important event.

Thus leadership 
among weight-for-age contenders is still held by 
Ensueno, which would not be a certainty if Chur- 
rinche were to race in the Gran Premio Carlo

A Grand Filly in Brazil 


HE Grande Premio Linneo de Paula Machado 

(Grand Criterium), offered at Gavea on Oc- 
tober 27, over 2,000 meters (about 1% miles), is 
the principal juvenile race of Brazil and is a 
copy of the French Grand Criterium. It usually 
indicates the champion juvenile of each genera- 
tion and this year its field included the unbeaten 
filly Garbosa II, regarded as the best of her sex by 
far; the formidable colt Holkar, champion at 
Gavea; the colt Halcyon, stablemate to Holkar 
and second-top colt at Cidade Jardim; along with 
other very classy colts in Havano and Jundiahy. 
The only other starter was Halo. The favorite 


was Holkar, and the going was not fast because 
there were heavy rains during the week and pre- 
ceding the race. 
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I may say there was huge interest by the pub- 
lic, which was well divided between “Garbosis- 
tas” and “Holkaristas,” each group asserting 
their horse would win. A big crowd was present 
when the start was made. Jundiahy beginning 
badly and last. Holkar, one of the fastest horses 
of recent years, immediately took the lead, and 
rapidly increased his advantage to three lengths, 
with Havano second, Garbosa II third, followed 
by Halcyon, Halo and Jundiahy. The pace was 
very fast, despite the bad going. Six furlongs 
from home, however it became apparent that Hol- 
kar would be beaten by Garbosa II, which was go- 
ing well in second place, while Havano began to 
lose ground. Never had a colt been so close to Hol- 
kar, and the filly was doing it easily. On the last 
turn, Holkar tried to increase his lead, but L. 
Rigoni, the jockey on Garbosa II, asked her and 
she came with her characteristic brilliant rush, 
caught the leader, and beat him two furlongs from 
home. Then came Halcyon with a very strong 
rush, from far back, and finished second, three- 
quarters of a length back of the filly, while Hol- 
kar was third, another two lengths back. The 
others finished far out of it, Halo being fourth, 
followed by Havano and Jundiahy. Time, 2:05, 
good for the course. 


Garbosa II, undoubtedly a wonderful filly, has 
now won her six starts and earned 415,000 cruze- 
ires. She is owned by José Buarque de Macedo, 
of Rio de Janeiro (owner of Seductor, winner of 
the Argentine Derby). A very fine sort of a 
filly, strong, well balanced, with a very intelli- 
gent head, I am sure she is the- best 3-year-old 
filly of 1946 in South America. Her leadership 
among all juveniles in Brazil was officially 
reached by her victory in the Grand Criterium, 
although I think it is not definite at all because 
Halcyon was gaining over her at every stride. 
Moreover, after the race it was found that Holkar 
had developed unsoundness in the left foreleg, 
Heliaco, No. 1 colt at Cidade Jardim, and like 
Holkar and Halcyon one of the Paula Machado

However, Pochard is not 
at his best, and besides has not the class to com- 
pete with the top champions in Argentina. Then 
Mr. Sosa offered 180,000 pesos for Academico and 
it was announced the sum was accepted. How- 
ever, one day later, it was dismissed, for Aca- 
demico’s owner said he prefers Academico to the 
180,000 pesos. Thus F. Fernandez is without a 
mount in the Pellegrini.

Meade Appeal Denied 


A joint board composed of the three members 
of the New York State Racing Commission and 
two stewards of The Jockey Club on November 1 
turned down former jockey Don Meade’s appeal 
from recent Jockey Club rulings denying him a 
license to ride in New York. After the decision 
was announced, Meade indicated he would confer 
with his attorney regarding the possibility c 
taking his case to a New York court. 

In backing up the decisions of The Jockey Club. 
the board found that the refusal to grant Meade 
a license was based on the grounds (1) “that the 
National Commission of Horse Racing of the Re- 
public of Mexico has ruled officially ‘that Jockey 
Meade would not be licensed to ride in this coun- 
try,’ and (2) that Meade’s long record of off- 
fenses, of fines and suspensions, of revocation and 
refusal of licenses, and of broken promises to re- 
form, showed to the satisfaction of the stewards 
of The Jockey Club that Meade has ‘been en- 
gaged in practices detrimental to the best inter- 
ests of racing’ and is ‘undesirable—or otherwise 
unqualified.’ ”’ 

In regard to Meade’s standing in Mexico, the 
board said it was “of opinion that his violations 
of racing there, followed by his contumacious 
conduct and his insulting language to the stew- 
ards presiding over the race meeting at the Hipo-

Following a refusal of The Jockey Club to 
grant Meade a license in April, he had appealed 
to the statutory board, only to have the timeliness 
of his appeal questioned. Again he asked The 
Jockey Club for a license in September, which 
was also refused, and the later appeal to the joint 
board had followed.

But Owner Won't Accept Trophies 


TORONTO, November 7 
NTARIO’S longest racing season in some 
years is now folded up and neatly put away 
in moth balls. With it came the end also of rac- 
ing in all of Canada. And a quick review of the 
season indicates it was a good one in every re- 
spect except perhaps in Quebec, where it had 
some falling off in point of daily activity. But 
yet the impression was left that better things are 
ahead in the French province, where the sport 
has been allowed to slip badly in public esteem 
and consequently in public support. 

Toronto had 35 days instead of the usual 28 
days of fall racing, and the tracks enjoyed grand 
success both at the gate and in the mutuels, with 
only a few days of rain marring the proceedings. 
Highlight of it all, of course, was the discussion 
over the highly regarded 2-year-old Casa Camara, 
and whether or not she had been asked to carry 
too much weight. The public of course took sides

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in the controversy, but all agreed that Casa Ca- 
mara is quite a racer, perhaps the best Canadian- 
bred filly ever developed. Perhaps the best 2- 
year-old of either sex, though that point is open 
to argument. 

Because Casa Camara looked so superior to her 
rivals, both colts and fillies, she was assigned 128 
pounds in the Mrs. Orpen’s Cup and Saucer 
Handicap, which highlighted the Long Branch 
meeting, a meeting that was returned to the Long 
Branch track after four years at Dufferin Park 
in Toronto proper. 

It was the most weight ever carried by a 2- 
year-old in Canada, or at least by a Canadian- 
bred.

Many racing fans agreed with Morrissey that 
the weight was excessively high, but they felt 
that in view of the fact he accepted it, raced his 
filly, won, and came out of the race without mis- 
hap, that he should then at least have accepted 
the honors. 

So then came the race known as the Diamond 
Ring, a wind-up feature to the juvenile season, 
this too at Long Branch, but at the Kenilworth 
Jockey Club meeting, a seven-day addition to the 
usual fall campaign. In this, a condition race, 
Casa Camara was in with only 115 pounds. All 
rivals declined of course, having already been 
beaten by her under 128 pounds. But this did 
not deter promoter Fred Orpen. “The race will 
go,” he said, “if only one horse starts.’”’ And he 
kept good his promise. Hi Bunty, the other half 
of the Morrissey entry, was named, but was 
scratched. So Casa Camara came out alone, ran 
around the Long Branch oval, and picked up 
$1,885 of easy money. 

But again Morrissey declined the presentation, 
this time a ring made up of diamonds and sap- 
phires set in intertwined horseshoes. Morrissey 
was in the stand, but despite the pleadings of the 
crowd and Jockey Lindberg, refused to come 
down. Trainer Hodgson stepped up but Orpen 
declined to make the presentation except to the 
owner of Casa Camara. The presentation was 
never made. 

Casa Camara has now gone into winter quar- 
ters at the farm of Dr. Hodgson. No winter rac- 
ing is planned, but what is planned for next 
summer is not known. She may stay in Canada 
for a time, but the chances are she will cross the 
border and test her speed against better rivals 
there, 

With Casa Camara definitely established as the 
2-year-old Canadian champion beyond any ques- 
tion, it was left for Brown Hostess to prove her- 
self the champion 3-year-old filly and Kingarvie 
as the best 3-year-old colt, and perhaps the best 
of the older division. 

Brown Hostess, a bay filly by *Brown King—

She came back later in the 
meeting and won the Sir Barton Handicap at 1% 
miles from older rivals of both sexes, and had five 
lengths on Old Faithful at the finish. 

At the Kenilworth meeting at Long Branch, 
Promoter Orpen endeavored to stage a race called 
The Jackpot in which the winner took all. It 
was fashioned for 3- and 4-year-old fillies, but 
when most of her rivals refused to go against 
Brown Hostess, the race was called off. How- 
ever, Charlie Hemstead pleaded with Orpen to 
run the race even with a small field and with- 
out betting. Orpen decided he would, opened the 
race again, got five horses and ran it as a betless 
affair. Brown Hostess won as the fans figured 
she would, and thus proved herself the champion 
in her own division. 

As for Kingarvie, his main success, though not 
his only success, was in the Canadian Champion- 
ship at Long Branch. This brought out the best 
possible competition, and Kingarvie made it by a 
head over Bert, a much improved runner, who 
came back after an injury received last spring. 
This race, like most others at’ Long Branch, was 
run over a heavy track. On the closing day of 
the Kenilworth meeting Kingarvie came out again 
and won a secondary handicap at 16 miles and 
did it by 2% lengths over the 5-year-old Magpie. 

All in all it was a grand wind-up to a Canadian 
season that indicated through turnstiles and mu- 
tuels that the Sport of Kings is still a mighty 
factor in the make-up of the average Canadian.

Este and Duccio 
Appear Tops 


Prominent 2-Year-Olds 


RoME, October 9 

WO important races, both in Milan, have been 

run since the St. Leger: the Criterium Nazion- 
ale, for 2-year-olds, on the six furlongs of the 
straight track, and the Premio del Jockey Club, 
a weight-for-age race on the mile and a half of 
the great course. These races served to clarify 
the situation in the fields of young and aged 
horses, and were very useful for the purpose of 
classifying our best racers. 

In Italy we have the Optional, or handicap of 
all 2-year-old horses who have run at least once, 
placing. For 3-year-olds and up we have no offi- 
cial handicap, as the French have, but experts and 
racing officials often write down one of their own, 
which is warmly discussed among horsemen. 

The winner of the Criterium Nazionale was 
Este, a powerful bay colt by Moroni out of Elide, 
inbred on Fausta, one of top Italian broodmares. 
Este had quite won at the five furlongs post, 
where Duccio, Tesio’s first entry in the race, tried 
to match him. Este resisted well enough to win 
by about a length, thus confirming the superiority 
he had shown last June in the Premio Bimbi. 

Este certainly is going to be one of our out- 
standing 2-year-olds, but we are not sure that 
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he will be in the foreground as a 3-year-old, for 
we believe him limited as to quality. 

Duccio, on the contrary, should reasonably im- 
prove with time, and should be more efficient in 
the 7% furlongs of the Gran Criterium, top 2- 
year-old race to be run in Milan October 13, and 
first race where youngsters meet a turn on the 
course. 

Duccio was a strong favorite for the Criterium 
Nazionale, and his defeat must be explained part- 
ly by the excellent training conditions of Este, 
and partly by his cold temper, as of a colt who 
calls for more distance. We will probably see 
him at his best next year, and in the meantime 
Mr. Tesio is also training for the Gran Criterium 
Donato di Niccolo (Niccolo dell’Areca out of Du- 
rera, by Brantome out of Dossa Dossi, by Spike 
Island out of Delleana, by Clarissimus), winner 
of three consecutive races in this part of the 
season. 

{In Milan last month Mr. Tesio expressed to 
the editor of THE BLOoD-HorRSE the judgment that 
Duccio, which at the time had won once and fin- 
ished second twice in three starts, was “a flyer, 
not a stayer.” “I never had so fast a horse,” he 
said. He expects Donato di Niccolo to be the 
stable’s best 3-year-old. ] 

The other two starters in the Criterium, Mr. 
Tesio’s second entry, Nella Plautilla (Bellini out 
of Nina Pisana, by Cranach out of Neroccia, by 
Harry of Hereford), and the spring winner 
Adriana (Marcello out of Alci, by Sagacity out 
of Archippe, by Munibe out of Arianna—female 
line of Archidamia), finished some lengths away, 
proving themselves of a different class than the 
males. This is generally regarded as a good sign 
for the quality of a generation, although we have 
not yet seen the “crack” of all these 2-year-olds. 

By the way, we remember that Donatello II 
and Nearco, at this time of the year, were already

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regarded as cracks, this fact supporting the 
theory of those who assume that a horse must be 
a good 2-year-old if he is ever to be a good horse 
in the pursuit of his career. Many a breeder and 
a horseman over here is, however, of the contrary 
opinion, holding the belief that the more a horse 
is saved as a 2-year-old, the more successful he 
will be in the next years of his career. We have 
had practical examples of both theories, though 
the precocity which is typical of the present stage 
of development of the Thoroughbred makes more 
examples available of the first case than of the 
second. Our best horses, from Apelle to Nicollo 
dell’Arca were extensively used at two years of 
age. 

Besides the Tesio coalition (Duccio, Donato di 
Niccolo, Sostrate, Urbinate, Tenerani, Nella Plau- 
tilla, etc.) and the Criterium winner Este, we do 
not see, at present, any serious pretender to the 
title of “first class racer,” in the field of 2-year- 
olds; it is to be observed, at any rate, that some of 
the largest breeding establishments in the country 
have not yet tested in competition the best of 
their stock. 


Fante's Win Over Best 3-Year-Old 


HE Premio del Jockey Club was to serve, this 
year, as a conclusive indication for the train- 
ers of Razza del Soldo and Scuderia Mantova, to 
decide on the participation of Gladiolo and Fante 
in the Arc de Triomphe in Paris. Out of this 
year’s edition of the race—which has been very 
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hard for the best 3-year-old horses, as it is placed 
immediately after the St. Leger—emerged the in- 
capacity of Gladiolo to offer the same form as in 
last summer’s classics, as the chestnut by Navar- 
ro—Glorieuse was a lazy third to Fante and Onzo, 
only beating Piavola, Neruccio, and Cesarea. The 
winner, Fante, who took a revenge on Gladiolo 
with respect to the Gran Premio di Milano, was 
promptly dispatched to Paris, where he got a 
sixth place in the race won by Caracalla, a per- 
formance accepted by Italian sportsmen as a true 
indication of his actual value. 

The second of the Premio del Jockey Club, Onzo, 
is a 4-year-old half-brother to the crack of 1943, 
Orsenigo, being by Navarro—Ostana, and was, 
up to the race, considered as a good performer on 
middle distances, but not so good as to beat Glad- 
iolo at weight for age. The fact that two older 
horses precede the group of 3-year-olds is not 
leading to a favorable consideration of the value 
of the crop of 1943. 

Gladiolo was evidently not at the peak of his 
condition; at this time of the year it is not un- 
usual, when the horse is not of a superior mark, 
and many a classic winner before Gladiolo suf- 
fered the same defeat in the Premio del Jockey 
Club and in other races of this type at this time 
of the year. 

Gladiolo was retired, of course, from the en- 
gagement in France, and, up to this date, it is 
dubious whether he will go on with his training 
or be sent to the stud. He stands among the 
Italian classic winners in a particular group 
made up by those colts who have not attained

class. Being a son of Navarro, his stud career 
will probably be more profitable than his racing 
career might indicate. 

Among the unplaced in the Premio del Jockey 
Club, there is to be noted Neruccio, the chestnut 
by Bellini—Nuvolona, half-brother to Navarro, 
whom his stable had sent from Rome after his 
promising victories on the Capanelle track. Ne- 
ruccio was disturbed by the excessive watering of 
the track, confirming the attitude of the produce 
of Nuvolona in the mud (Navarro was also beaten 
at three in the Premio Parioli for the same rea- 
son), and got a success on October 6, nine fur- 
longs in the time of 1:50, which is a season record. 

Neruccio will return to Rome to join his stable- 
mates Leonardo and Fra Galgario, who are find- 
ing no opponents in their engagements at the 
Capannelle meetings. These three horses, who, 
as you know, were sold last spring by Mr. Tesio— 
together with other colts and fillies and the 2- 
year-old Cosimo Tura, by *Ortello—Coronary—to 
the new-born Scuderia Parioli, are likely to dom- 
inate the big handicaps and weight-for-age races 
which represent the backbone of Roman autumn 
racing. 


I am sorry that in one of my last articles I 
made a mistake. I spoke of “class handicaps” to 
be experimented at the Capannelle track during 
the present season; actually, these races as they 
are being run, are only “class conditioned races,” 
where the horses are previously classified by the 
handicapper in three classes (very good, good, 
and fair), and are assigned a weight according 
to the usual formula of the conditioned race, that 
is with weight penalties and allowances. The mis- 
take was due to the fact that it was originally in 
the mind of the promoters to have this class dis- 
tinction in handicaps, but later they preferred to 
try with the conditions. 

These races have not pleased owners very much, 
as in the second class it is normal to find horses 
who are not good enough for the first class, but 
are too good for the second; so, they eliminate 
any competition before the race is run. It has 
been proposed to include a fourth class, like the 
selling races, which would allow the handicapper 
to make a more accurate distribution. In any 
case, it appears that it is not in this way that we 
will bring about justice in the division of purses. 


Gladiolo's St. Leger 


ROME, September 16 (Delayed) 

NY doubt of the efficiency of Gladiolo after 
his many spring and summer triumphs was 
wiped out as the chestnut by Navarro—Glorieuse 
canceled the unpleasant impression of his recent 
defeat in the autumn “rentrée,” by winning, all in 
the hands of his jockey, Paolo Caprioli, the Italian 
St. Leger, run yesterday at Sun Siro in the 2,800 
meters, or 15%, miles.

Labor Troubles 


OR some time labor discussions have been held 

in Rome, between representatives of the Ital- 
ian Thoroughbred Owners Association, on behaif 
of stable-owners, and the grooms’ labor union, on 
behalf of grooms and stableboys. The question 
is still open, because no agreement has been 
reached so far on the very much debated point 
of the 3 per cent on amount of purses which the 
union has requested as a complement of the sal- 
aries. A participation in the profits of the stable 
is considered a very serious matter by the em- 
ployers, aside from the fact that in the present 
Italian situation no stable today makes a profit. 
Owners have offered instead an increase of the 
present salaries, and it is probable that this last 
point will conclude the formation of a new na- 
tional bill of work for grooms, which labor lead- 
ers are aiming at as a proof of the renewed 
strength of labor in the field of social relations. 

We must observe that in this country labor 
leaders in racing are soundly prepared as far as 
labor is concerned, but have not the least idea of 
what racing is; their proposals are therefore 
often unacceptable from the technical standpoint. 
This is the reason why the discussions have been 
delayed since the middle of July. Further, purses 
not only have not been increased, but, on the con- 
trary, actually have been reduced in the autumn. 
Today what we call the “stable corporal’ gets 
around 430 lire per day, which is far from being 
one of the worst salaries in the worker’s field, 
and is, in any case, much more than the stables 
can afford in their present situation, counting for 
some 40 per cent in the total cost of maintenance 
of a race horse. 

On the other side, it is true that a man cannot 
live with his family on 430 lire per day, as the 
cost of food alone surpasses the said figure, con- 
sidering an average standard of living.

previous performance, in which he wound up sev- 
enth, beaten 14 lengths by Megogo. 

In the Governor Bowie, the Argentine-bred 
horse was in front all the way except when Me- 
gogo briefly gained the lead on the final turn. 
Nothing about their weights could explain the 
form reversal, as Megogo had got into the handi- 
cap six pounds under his Grayson impost, and 
*Hachazo five pounds lighter. Each carried 
three pounds overweight, however. 

Possibly the shift in riders, from Bobby Wat- 
son to Ruperto Donoso, could have contributed to 
*Hachazo’s remarkable improvement. His only 
other time to finish in the money in this country 
was when he won a 1%-mile Grade D handicap 
in September at Belmont Park under the guid- 
ance of Donoso, who both literally and figurative- 
ly seems to speak his language.

As the field went into the turn, Bastogne ap- 
peared to be drawing away from Royal Governor 
until suddenly the Pilate gelding closed the gap. 
(Later it was learned that Donoso had lost his 
whip on the turn and could not do full justice to 
his mount the last three furlongs.) On reaching 
the stretch, Royal Governor had gained a bare 
advantage, but it was a grim fight through the 
final stages, and the son of Pilate just lasted by 
a nose. Faultless, the less regarded of the Calu- 
met pair, momentarily appeared likely to save 
the day for his stablemate as he moved up men- 
acingly on the turn, only to weaken a bit in the 
drive and wind up three-fourths of a length off 
Bastogne.

He gave Round View 15 pounds in 
actual weight, and seven pounds by the scale. 

Flash Burn and Statesman were off poorly. The 
latter finished next to last in the eight-horse field, 
but Flash Burn ran a good race, working through 
the field and closing well in the stretch. 

Polynesian’s victory in the Riggs was scored 
at the Pimlico course where he had won the 1945 
Preakness, also at 1516 miles. Since his Preak- 
ness victory he has been a very consistent horse, 
though at times it seemed that he did not belong 
in middle distance races. His brilliant early 
speed in short races (for example his six fur- 
longs in 1:09%% in the Pageant Handicap this 
year) undoubtedly tempts many riders to send 
him to the front at once, but the restraint and 
good judgment shown by Snider has paid well in 
the Widener colt’s last two races. 

In 44 starts he has won 18 races, finished seec- 
ond eight times, and third nine times, earned 
$233,065, which moves him to thirty-second place 
on the list of 50 leading American money win- 
ners. His pedigree appeared in THE BLoop-Horse 
of September 28, page 735, and his family partic- 
ulars are in the edition of May 18, page 1170.

While their records so far have been no models 
for consistency, most of the South American 
horses which Horatio A. Luro imported in the 
past year for his patrons and for his own account, 
have disclosed real class on occasion. In her sec- 
ond victory in five North American starts, the 
1945 winner of the Argentine Derby and Oaks, 
Mill River Stable’s *Miss Grillo unquestionably 
had to possess high quality, weight-carrying abil- 
ity, and stamina to handle her rivals in the try- 
ing 2 miles and 70 yards of the Exterminator 
Handicap. 

She was the theoretical high-weight of the field, 
at 117 pounds (considering her three-pound sex 
allowance), and appeared under no difficulty in 
wearing down the favored Pot o’ Luck in the 
stretch for a winning margin of more than a 
length. Both she and the Calumet colt had kept 
well off the pace for the first 1% miles, while 
*“Miss Grillo’s stablemate *Grand Prince II held 
the lead, accompanied by Night Porter, High 
Peak, and Marquest. Pot o’ Luck went into the 
lead on the far turn and second time around, and 
it was also at this point that *Miss Grillo indi- 
cated she would be a prominent party at the fin- 
ish. 

In winning this test of endurance on the flat— 
second only to that of the Pimlico Cup at the 
meeting—*Miss Grillo became the third Argen- 
tine horse to triumph in the seven runnings of 
the stakes, the others being *Filesteo in 1941 and 
*Don Juan II in 1948. With the exception of 
Shot Put’s 122 pounds in 1940, she has carried 
the most weight among the winners. 

In the next race on the program, Trainer Luro 
saddled another Argentine horse to win for the 
Mill River Stable in *Mon Prince, which had run 
last to his stablemate *Hachazo on November 4 
in the 15%-mile Governor Bowie Handicap at 
Pimlico.

When Star Pilot won the 1945 Pimlico Futur- 
ity his victory was just another in a long string 
of juvenile triumphs last season for Mrs. Eliza- 
beth N. Graham’s Maine Chance Farm Stable. 
The victory of Jet Pilot in the 1946 running, how- 
ever, was one of a comparative few stakes cred- 
ited to the establishment since the past summer, 
and the first winning race for the precocious Jet 
Pilot since the Tremont Stakes in June at Aque- 
duct, at which time he was undefeated. 

The colt which had supplanted Eternal War 
as the leading male juvenile in the East during 
the early summer had gradually lost his loyal 
supporters by a series of mishaps which began 
when he was shipped to Chicago late in June. His 
second failure to finish in the pay-off occurred 
on his previous start—the Sagamore Stakes early 
last week—for which he had been made second 
choice, only to finish fourth to Royal Governor 
after suffering slight interference. 

The Jeffords entry of Tavistock and Loyal Le- 
gion was the favorite. Jet Pilot, which had been 
} the favorite in most of his races, went postward 
the fifth choice in the betting, at nearly 6 to 1. 

At the break Jet Pilot had to be alert to gain 
the lead going into the turn from his No. 8 post 
] position. Bastogne, which had nearly beaten 
} Royal Governor in the Sagamore Stakes, was 
closest to the leader, and was followed by Fervent. 
This trio was to dominate the running all the 
way. Bastogne’s stablemate Khyber Pass was 
knocked out of serious contention in a jam shortly 
after the start. 

Under Johnny Gilbert’s careful rating, Jet Pilot 
moved along at a lively clip, running the first 
q warter in :23%, the half-mile in :4644, and the 
ix furlongs in 1:12 (the mile was run in 1:39). 
On the back side he was two lengths before Bas- 
logne, which surrendered to Fervent’s bid on the 
} far turn. In the stretch, Fervent made a bold 
thallenge and appeared ready to take command 
but suddenly seemed to lug toward the rail. The 
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canny Gilbert quickly swung Jet Pilot also toward 
the rail, which made Douglas Dodson’s task more 
difficult on Fervent in trying simultaneously to 
keep him straight and move him forward through 
a very narrow opening. The combination of dif- 
ficulties may have made the difference of a neck 
between the leaders at the finish. Seven lengths 
back Bastogne beat Faultless half a length for 
show money.

He was also second 
in the Arlington Futurity and the Commonwealth 
Stakes, and third in the Futurity and Cham- 
pagne Stakes.

The Churchill Downs course for its fall meet- 
ing often suffers from cold, rainy weather, and 
gets into such condition that only horses with 
reputations for being able to negotiate the foot- 
ing are regarded as likely wagering hazards. 
Several days prior to the running of the Falls 
City Handicap the track had become muddy, and 
by the time of the stakes it was still dull, although 
officially designated as “fast.” Hence nearly a 
majority of the Louisville horse players, in try- 
ing to figure the safest risk for the Falls City, 
naturally decided on Jack’s Jill, winner of the 
stakes last year on a so-called “fast” track which 
had been termed “muddy” the day before. 
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The Jack High filly’s consistent form also justi- 
fied the support, and the only unfavorable aspect 
of her chances to win the race was her top weight 
of 119 pounds, four more than she had carried 
last season. For such a tiny filly that was some- 
what of a burden. 

For the first six furlongs—from the start in the 
long chute off the back stretch to the head of 
home stretch—the race was an unwise battle be- 
tween Sigma Kappa (1945 runner-up) and For- 
getmenow. They were exhausted when the real 
contest began at the head of the final straight. 


Jack’s Jill had been in tight quarters on the 
turn but she gained a narrow advantage in the 
last three-sixteenths, only to be challenged sharp- 
ly by First Gun, and then by Miss Balladier. The 
latter, enjoying the light assignment of 107 
pounds, was moving more rapidly than First Gun. 
Until the last few strides, however, it seemed she 
would be unable to overtake Jack’s Jill, but Jockey 
Harold Wallace drove her very hard to head the 
favorite at the wire. First Gun was also in the 
picture, a half length back. The winner, as the 
next-to-longest shot in the race, paid the generous 
win price of $99 for a $2-ticket. She had finished 
third in an allowance race at 146 miles on her 
only other start at the meeting, and previously 
had been running in the East. 

The Falls City was Miss Balladier’s first stakes 
triumph, and according to the Louisville Courier- 
Journal’s account of the race the following day,

Leonard is by Dhoti from a Heroic mare 
and cost 3,600 guineas as a yearling. He is to 
run in the Melbourne Cup. 

Three-year-olds in Flying Duke (by Le Grand 
Duc) and Bold Beau (by Kinderscout) were 
backed well in the Cox divisions. They ran be- 
low expectations and have eased in the betting 
for the Victoria Derby to be run on November 2. 

A grand old gelding in East Amalfi (by Amalfi) 
won a hurdle race at the Valley with 159 pounds 
in the saddle after having been 35 lengths behind 
the leader with a mile to go. East Amalfi is 
trained in Adelaide by Harry Gregory, who is 80 
years of age and looks 60. Probably it’s because 
East Amalfi wins a race for him whenever he 
likes. 

An interesting runner in the Moonee Valley 
Gold Cup, which was worth £3,750, was Spam, a 
big chestnut gelding with four white feet—re- 
member the old Arab words?—and after having 
been last for several furlongs, put in an amazing 
burst to run fifth. His owner, J. C. Bendrodt, is 
a Canadian and thinks Spam will win the Mel- 
bourne Cup. 

Spam is a 5-year-old by a sire—Coup de Lyon 
—unknown in these parts and was bred in Eire, 
where he won four races, including the Irish St. 
Leger and the Irish Cesarewitch. Mr. Bendrodt 
was able to buy him from a friend in Eire simply 
with the idea of winning the Melbourne Cup. 

Spam wears a silver-mounted bridle which was 
made in Los Angeles and about which Bendrodt 
one day promises to tell a good story.

Time and Patience 


EG trouble developed for Lucky Draw after 

he won the Jersey Handicap in 1944 at three. 
He ruptured a tendon; this was in August. After 
he cooled out and the leg was cold, we gave him a 
light blister before taking him home to Erden- 
heim Farm. 


During the winter he was blistered again with 
a mercury blister. He was taken up and trained 
for the spring of 1945, but went wrong again at 
Belmont before racing began there—this was in 
May. 

He was walked for a month, and then given 
another blister, this time Gombault’s Caustic 
Balsam, and after that he was walked for four 
months before being turned out. During the 
winter of 1945 we gave him a light painting for 
ten days, and nothing else was done, as he had 
been sound all year. 

There is no secret about the treatment—just a 
case of stopping the horse in time and giving him 
lots of time and care. 

Lucky Draw is a high strung horse with plenty 
of temper, but responds to kind treatment and 
for some reason trains better on the main track 
at Belmont than anywhere else.. He never has 
seemed to train well in the spring since he was 
a 38-year-old. He becomes nervous and upset 
after his first race—this happened as a 3-year- 
old and again this year. 

We had lots of trouble with him in the Spring 
of his 2-year-old season, after his first start, 
about going into the barrier, and even had diffi- 
culty with him after his next start. I think he 
still remembers that experience and that is the 
reason for his being difficult to train in the 
spring.

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Atkinson vs. Licausi 


America’s kingpin jockey for 1946 will be de- 
termined at Tropical Park during the first 26 days 
of the meeting, which opens December 2. Veteran 
Ted Atkinson and Joe Licausi, a newcomer de- 
veloped during the spring session at the Gables 
course, now are battling head and head for that 
honor, with Atkinson holding a slight advantage. 
Ted is slated to return to his Miami Springs home 
late in the month and plans to swing into action 
on the initial day of the winter season. Licausi 
will be here with the strong stable which races 
for T. C. Melrose, his contract employer. 

Atkinson, at a recent compilation, had 223 win- 
ners to his credit against 215 for the younger 
jockey. He now is active on Long Island, while 
the other boy is riding at Churchill Downs. So 
close is the battle between the two that it may 
not be decided until the last week of the year at 
Tropical Park. 

Licausi, a product of Brooklyn’s teeming Wil- 
liamsburg section, rode his first winner at De- 
troit on August 25, 1945, but failed to gain prom- 
inence until the meeting at Tropical Park last 
spring. Then, even though called to New England 
during the latter days of the session, he distanced 
all riding rivals by piloting 42 winners. This was 
double the number credited to his nearest oppo- 
nent. He continued to maintain his good form 
after losing the apprentice allowance, and Decem- 
ber should find him striving his mightiest to gain 
the honor so greatly coveted by every jockey in 
the country. 

Atkinson, the more finished rider of the two, 
will be striving for a title which he earned in 
1944 and lost last year, when Job Dean Jessop 
earned the championship with 290 winners. How- 
ever, Ted’s score was a highly creditable one, 
for he rode 182 winners to be third on the list, 
behind B. Nichols with 187. In earnings he was 
second high man of the year with $746,585 to his 
credit, against $981,977 for Johnny Longden. 

Over a span of more than half-a-dozen years, 
Atkinson has been one of America’s steadiest 
riders. He first drew more than passing atten- 
tion back in 1940 when he piloted 95 winners. The 
next year his score leaped to 167, and eased up 
to 169 the following season. Then came a jump 
to 200, while in 1944, his championship year, he 

accounted for 287 races and $899,101 in prize 
money. 

During the six years preceding 1946, Ted won 
1,036 races, with his mounts gathering $2,705,057 
in purses. This score will be fattened consider- 
ably by the end of December. 

Now 31 years old and capable of making the 
lighter weights, it is evident that Atkinson has 
many years of saddle service ahead of him. It 
may be that the best is yet to come.
